SLIGHT HOPE IS HELD. 
i FOR HIS RECOVERY 


Camrose, Dec. 26.—James, a 17- 
year-old son of Frank Pushor, living 
seven miles southwest of Camrose, 
‘nearly met instant death Tuesday 
when a .22 rifle in the hands of his 
‘18-year-old brother, Lester, was acci- 
‘dentally discharged, the bullet enter- 
ing the cheek of the victim. The boys 
were in the house together when the 
younger lad was getting ready to in- 
/Spect a line of traps he had set out in 
the vicinity of the home. In some 
manner the rifle was discharged. 
| The injured boy was hurried to St. 
Mary's hospital in Camrose, where 
immediately he was given medical 
attention. Photographs have so far 
failed to reveal the exact location of 
the bullet but it is thought that. it 
passed below the brain. Hope js held 
out for the recovery of the boy unless 
some unexpected infection sets in to 
complicate the result of the accident. 
Lester believed that he had killed his 
brother and in his grief and fright he 
Tan away from home. It was not 
until late Thursday evening that his 
father found him in Camrose. 

The family has experienced kon- 
siderable ill luck in past years. In 
addition to bereavement through the 
death of the wife and mother some 
years ago, the family has twice suf- 
fered the loss of their home through 
fire and In seven years out of eight 
their crop failed to fully materialize. 


TWO BURNED WHEN 2 
PONOKA HOME LosT 


Edmonton, Dec. .30.—Rushing back 
into his burning home to rescue a 
young boy. who was asleep upstairs, 
John Adams, farmer at’ Ponoka, Alta., 
was burned to death, along with the 
boy, Roy Fiddler, both being over- 
come by smoke ,when their « “Ronie 
was destroyed Saturday. ;
